Spelling  Variations:  Binder,  Pender, 
Finder,  Painter,  Paynter,  etc  


The  bulk  of  the  family  in  this  country  has 
come  to  be  identified  with  that  group  of  ear- 
ly Americans  known  as  the  "Pennsylvania 
Dutoh".  The  early  English  settlers  coined 
tnis  terra  and  although  they  really  meant  to 
say  "Deutsch",  meaning  German,  the  word  soon 
became  corrupted  into  ''Dutoh".  They  applied 
this  name  to  those  German,  Swiss  and  even 
French  Huguenots  who  had  arrived  here  in  the 
1700 's  and  settled  first  in  that  small  area 
roughly  defined  as  south-central  and  eastern 
Pennsylvania.  In  the  late  1700«s  many  of 
these  immigrants,  or  their  descendants,  began 
migrating  down  into  the  Shenandoah  Valley 
area  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  and  into  cer- 
tain counties  of  North  Carolina,  The  early 
1800 «s  brought  the  big  land  lotteries  which 
attracted  these  people  to  Georgia,  Missouri, 
etc.  At  this  same  time  the  big  push  into  Ohio 
and  the  Midwest  began. 

In  172lj.  about  ten  thousand  Palatines  embarked 
from  French  ports  destined  for  New  Orleans. 
They  have  been  swallowed  up  with  the  French 
immigration  to  Louisiana  and  their  German 
surnames  "Frenchified" . 

The  big  immigration  in  Texas  occurred  in  the 
1814,0  «s  and  the  California  Gold  Rush  attracted 
a  number  of  them. 

"The  Romance  of  Names"  -  "...pfficial  surname 
especially  connected  with  country  life  is 
Pinder,  also  found  as  Pinner,  Pender,  Penner, 
Ponder  and  Poynder,  the  man  in  charge  of  the 
pound  or  pinfold."      "...the  Panter,  or  Pant- 
ler,  who  was,  at  least  etymologically,  re- 
sponsible for  bread...". 

"Meanings  and  Origins  of  American  Family 
Names"  -  "Bender  (German),  one  who  made  casks,. 
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a  cooper.*'      "Painter  (English),  one  who 
covers  buildings  &  ships  with  ^itint  or,  an 
officer  in  charge  of  bread  in  it  large  house- 
hold." 

NOTE:  The  reader's  first  reaction  in  viewing 
this  booklet  might  be  to  question  the  ability 
of  the  typist  to  correctly  transcribe.  In 
order  to  conserve  space,  "(sic)"  or  "both 
spellings  (dates, etc.)  are  as  they  appear  in 
the  records"  have  not  been  used  where  there 
is  a  conflict  of  information,  as  in  the  case 
of  the  material  under  Egle's  "Notes  &  Que- 
ries" where  you  will  find  Maria  Elis. Binder 
nee  Giger  one  place  &  Mary  Elizabeth  Geiger 
another.  Even  the  dates  are  different!  But  do 
rest  assured  that  the  entire  contents  have 
been  carefully  checked  for  accuracy. 


"The  Mennonite  Encyclopedia"  -  "Bender, an 
Amish  Mennonite  family, first  recorded  appear- 
ance in  the  Amish  community  near  Waldeck( lat- 
er near  Marburg)in  Hesse-Gassel, Germany , about 
1790, but  probably  present  earlier  in  the  same 
group  which  came  to  Waldeck  about  1730  via 
Wittgenstein  probably  from  Alsace  &  original- 
ly Switzerland. . .Bender  is  not  a  Swiss  name 
P  but  faMy  common  in  the  Middle  Rhine  region, 
^  k  apparently  entered  the  group  in  Germany. 
■  Progenitor  Daniel(d. about  181^2  at  Langendorf, 
Germ.)did  not  come  to  America, but  his  2nd  w. 
&  her  7  sons  did, also  1  son  &  dau.by  his  1st 
marriage, arriving  at  various  times, l830-5lf 
all  but  one  coming  to  the  region  of  Springs, 
Somerset  Co., Pa.  From  these  immigrants  de- 
scended a  large  number  of  Old  Order  Amish, Con- 
servative Amish,&  Mennonite  families, chiefly 
located  in  the  original  settlement  &  in  John- 
son Co., Iowa (Kalona). From  this  family  descend 
Bishop  Daniel  H. Bender, Deacon  Geo. L. Bender, 
Preacher  Harold  S. Bender ^E.C. Bender, Paul 
Bender, as  well  as  numerous  Amish  &  Conserva- 
tive Amish  bishops, among  them  Bishop  C.W. 
Bender  &  his  nephew  Bishop  Nevin  Bender.  An-

other  progenitor, Jacob  Bender, from  the  same 
Hesse  community, settled  in  1632  in  the  Amish 
community  west  of  Kitchener, Ontario, where 
many  descendants  still  live, two  of  whom  were 
Bishop  Jacob  M> Bender  &  Preacher  Jacob  R. 
Bender."      Daniel  Henry  Bender (1866-191+5), son 
of  John, who  had  emigrated  from  Germany  in 
1851  because  of  conscientious  objection  to 
military  service, &  Elizabeth(Otto),was  b.near 
Grantsville,Md.  At  age  21(188? )he  was  ordain- 
"ea^to  the  ministry  at  Springs, Pa.  He  was  or- 
dained bishop  in  the  Hesston,Ks . congregation 
&  in  these  2  capacities  served  the  church  un- 
til his  resignation  in  1930. He  was  m.3  times s 
Ida  E.Miller  d.l902, Sallie  Miller  d.l9l8  & 
Annsi  Kreider.      Geo. Lewis  Bender  was  b.2-2-^ 
1867  near  Graiitsville,Md.  (brother  of  above). 
He  was  ordained  deacon  of  the  Mennonite  Gh. 
1907. He  m. Elsie  Kolb  &  was  father  to  7  ch. 

'*Binder,Eucharius(also  called  Garius  or 
Eukarius  Kellermann,as  in  Wappler, Thuringen) , 
an  Anabaptist  martyr, was  one  of  the  first 
evangelists  of  the  S. German  Anabaptists.  He 
came  from  Goburg, where  he  was  engaged  in  cab- 
inet-making, joined  the  Anabaptists  in  Thurin- 
gia,ac  was  bp. by  Hans  Hut  in  1526  in  a  village 
near  Goburg, as  was  also  his  w., Ursula  Nospit- 
zer.He  accompanied  Hans  Hut  on  his  journeys 
&  seems  to  have  brought  about  Hut's  entry  into 
Konigsberg  in  Franconia.In  the  records  pub- 
lished by  Berbig  his  full  name  is  not  given; 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  is  identical 
with  the  Eucharius  Tlschler  of  Goburg  who, as 
Wolf  Schreiner  of  Konigsberg  says, stated  un- 
der torture  that  his  brother-in-law  Eucharius 
with  3  other  men, including  Johannes  von  Bibra 
(Hans  Hut), had  come  to  him; after  his  sermon 
he  had  been  bp.&  soon  afterwards  all  the 
others  present  from  Konigsberg  &  vicinity  had 
followed  his  example. . .From  Konigsberg  Binder 
went  to  Nurnberg  &  Augsburg. . .In  the  summer 
of  1527  we  find  Binder  in  Augsburg  again, par- 
ticipating in  the  Martyrs*  Synod(o-20-l527 )& 
at  the  suggestion  of  Hut  was  sent  into  the 
region  of  Salzburg  as  an  evangelist .Here  he 
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fell  into  the  hands  of  the  catchpolls .After 
a  brief  imprisonment  &  several  trials, in 
which  he  courageously  defended  his  faith,  a 
cruel  verdict  was  pronounced  on  him  &  his 
fellow  prisoners. With  37  fellow  believers... 
he  was  locked  into  a  house, 10-27-l|27, which 
was  then  set  on  fire; all  perished  in  the 
flames. . .Binder  had  left  his  w.in  Augsburg; 
she  stayed  there  with  his  brother-in-law, 
Thoman  Baur,a  day  laborer,but  spent  time  in 
Laugingen.On  I4.-I2-1528, she  attended  the  East- 
er service, at  which  all  present  were  arrest- 

"Binder, Matthias, a  preacher  of  the 
Hutterian  Brethren  in  Moravia, ordained  1-9- 
1569, &  set  out  as  a  missionary  with  Paul 
Fretten  to  Wurtteraberg,his  former  home.  His 
field  was  the  region  of  Frickenhausen.On  I4.- 
15*1573, he  was  captured  at  Neuffen( today  un- 
der the  Oberamt  Nurtingen) . In  Stuttgart  & 
later  in  Maulbronn  the  clergy  &  the  magistra- 
tes subjected  him  to  repraated  trials  on  the 
rack. Since  all  attempts  to  persuade  him  to 
abandon  his  faith  were  futile, he  was  impris- 
oned in  the  Hohenwittlingen  castle  near  Urach, 
where  another  Hutterite, Paul  Glock  had  already 
been  languishing  for  17  yrs.  In  a  fire  which 
broke  out  in  1576  &  burned  the  castle,  they 
zealously  assisted  in  extinguishing  the  flames 
when  the  prison  doors  were  opened; this  so  im- 
pressed the  manager  of  the  prison  that  he  re- 
leased them. Early  in  Jan. 1577  they  reached 
the  church  in  Moravia. Binder  d.9-21-l593> at 
Altenmarkt. Binder, like  his  fellow  prisoner 
Glock, wrote  some  poems. He  is  the  author  of  3 
hymns."      "Binder, Oswald, an  Anabaptist  martyr, 
a  preacher, was  beheaded  in  Munich  in  1528. No 
details  are  known  about  him."      "Binder, Wolf , 
a  Hutterite  martyr, was  seized  in  the  summer 
of  1570  at  Scharding  on  the  Inn  Sc  taken  to 
Burghausen(Bavaria), where, after  several 
trials, he  was  so  severely  tortured  that  he 
was  unable  to  stand. Since  he  refused  to  re- 
cant, he  was  beheaded  at  Scharding  in  Feb. 
1571. An  unknown  author  sang  of  his  martyrdom 
in  the  song, »Ach  Gott  wir  tun  dies  klagen*." 


"Annals  of  the  Swiss  &  German  Pioneers  of 
Pa.**  "1576--The  Benders  are  prominent  Sc  numer 
out  In  Lane. Co.  &  Eastern  Pa.  About  this  time 
Matthias  Bender  or  Binder  a  Mennonite  minis- 
ter of  Wurtenburg  in  Germany, was  arrested  and 
taken  to  Stuttgart  prison  on  account  of  his 
faith,&  later  imprisoned  in  chains. He  was  ex- 
amined &  threatened  by  the  doctors  of  theo- 
logy, the  representatives  of  the  Prince  &  by 
the  abbott.He  was  then  sent  to  the  castle  of 
Hohenwithing  &  remained  2  yrs.,when  in  1576 
the  Castle  was  burned  to  the  ground.  He  was 
then  released  because  of  his  brave  conduct 
about  the  fire."      "In  1632  there  appear  such 
Swiss  as  Hans  Myer  &  Hans  Egli, mentioned  by 
Jacob  Emsler' — also  Andreas  Bender, sicklemaker 
They  were  elected  deacons      ministers  of  the 
early  Mennonites."      In  I738  Edward  Paynter 
was  Master  of  the  ship  "Winter  Galley"||In 
1739  Edward  Painter  was  Commander  of  the 
^Loyal  Judith"; ; Johannes  Bender  of  Phila.was 
naturalized  5-19-1739  as  was  Leonhart  Bender 
of  Lancaster  Co. || Lovell  Painter  was  Master 
of  "Robert  &  Alice"  in  171^0. 

"New  World  Immigrants"  -  Embarking  from  the 
port  of  London  on  the  "Susan  &  Ellin"  were 
Mary  Pynder  age  53^Francis  Pynder  20, Marie 
Pynder  17  #  Joanna  Pynder  l]4.,Anna  Pynder  12, 
Katherin  Pinder  10  8c  Jo. Pynder  8. This  was 
sometime  between  April  &  12-15-1635; ; From  Ab- 
stracts of  Indentures  we  find  that  James  Hi- 
land  5c  John  German  were  indentured  for  l\.  yrs . 
to  "Nicholas  Painter  of  Md.,gent."  on  8-27- 
16814.  &  John  Naylor  was  indentured  for  i|  yrs. 
to  "Nicholas  Painter  of  London, Merchant ". on 
9-2-I68I4..AII  3  apprentices  were  going  to  Md.; 
Included  in  a  list  of  emigrants  from  the  Ger- 
man district  of  Mosbach(17i4.9)was  Jacob  Bender 
from  Burcken(Neckarburken)who  received  per- 
mission to  emigrate  to  New  England;; On  a  list 
of  emigrants  from  the  German  district  of 
Baden-Durlach(17l4.9-55)were  Jacob  Binder  from 
Bauschlott  with  w.&  ch.;; Jacob  Bender  was 
witness  to  the  naturalization  of  James  Barry 
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which  was  granted  5-22-1828; ; Richard  Painter, 
age  21, farmer, was  on  the  passenger  list  of 
the  "Orient",  5-19-l8li.2.

&  Ellinor  his  w.late  of  Haverford  west  in 
Pembrookshire  in  Southwales, Husbandman, came 
in  the  Unicorne  of  Bristol  Tho;  Cooper  Mr.

"Lists  of  Germans  from  the  Palatinate  Who 
Came  to  England  in  1709"  -  John  Just  Benter 
age  23  with  w.&  2  yr.old  son, Lutherans . 

"Early  l8th  Century  Palatine  Emigration" 
(Note sin  1709  Queen  Anne  of  England, desiring 
good  Protestant, sturdy  workers  to  colonize 
the  Mohawk  Valley  in  N.Y. state  &  work  her  tar 
pits  there, imported  6  shiploads  of  Germans 
from  the  Palatinate  or  Pfalz  area  of  S.Germ. 
They  sailed  from  Amsterdam  harbor  in  Holland 
5c  landed  at  London  where  they  lived  in  wretch- 
ed,miserable  conditions .Some  she  sent  to  cer- 
tain Irish  counties  but  most  sailed  for  N.Y. 
They  found  conditions  in  the  Mohawk  Valley 
almost  as  bad  as  those  they  had  left  behind — 
their  area  in  Germany  had  earlier  been  devas- 
tated by  the  Thirty  Years*  War— &  many  re- 
turned in  1711  to  Germany. Many  also  migrated 
down  into  the  Tulpehocken  Valley  area  of  Pa.

"Penna. German  Pioneers"  (Note:These  3  volumes 
comprise  an  almost  lifetime  work  of  leading 
"Pa.Dutch"authorities,Dr«s  Strassburger  k 
Hinke.They  are  the  most  complete  collection 
of  immigration  lists  for  the  ''Pa. Dutch".  The 
law  required  thai  3  lists  be  made  of  the  pas- 
sengers for  each  ship. One  was  made  by  the 
Captain, one  by  the  clerk  on  the  dock  at  Phila. 
&  the  3rd  was  the  signatures  of  the  immigrants 
themselves. And  although  you  would  expect  the 
list  signed  by  the  immigrants  to  be  the  most 
accurate, this  was  not  always  the  case.  Some 
could  only  make  their  "X",some  bravely  attempt 
ed   to  scrawl  their  signatures, &  many  were  il- 
literately illegible. Where  the  lists  differ, 
the  spelling  variation(s)  are  placed  in 
brackets.)  -  Hans  Adam  Beinder  with  l^h  persons 
in  his  party^NBtS^^war^bn  the  "William  ic  Sarah", 
9-18-1727.

Egle's  "Notes  &  Queries"  -  9-21-17i^-2  the  male 
passengers  of  "Francis  &  Elizabeth"  qualified 
at  Phila. Among  them  were  John-Geo. , Jacob  & 
Moses  Binder, What  connection  they  were  is  not 
known.Moses  &  w.Anna  settled  near  the  New 
Hanover  Church  in  Falkner  Swamp, Montgomery 
Co*rPa.  I7I1.6  he  &  wTwere  sponsors  to  a  cTiird 
of  Alexander  &  Maria  Margaret a  Binder  in  the 
"Swamp". Christian  Binder  &  w.Anna  Margareta 
had  a  child  bp. there  17^3*Mo_s,as  came  from 
Wurtemberg, the  family  seat  supposed  to  be  in 
the  vicinity  of  Meringen.1779  he  was  taxed 
for  200a, 3  horses, i^.  cows.
